— For want of one 
Canadian dollar, Drumheller - born 
Gordon "Joseph Bates, of Leuton, 
Bedfordshire, England, is blocked by 
red tape from returning to Canada. 

His odd story was revealed by an 
Alberta Government official, who 
thinks Bates’ situation so ludicrous 
he plans to supply the needed dollar 
and cut the tape. Here is what has 
happened: : 

Bates was born in Drumheller, but 
was .taken to England as a child. 
Now married, he wants to return. 
The only thing he needs to complete 
the arrangements is his ‘birth certifi- 
cate. That important document is 
in the Bureau-of Vital Statistics at 
Edmonton, and before he can get it, 
Bates must pay $1. 

" Simple, except that the British Ex- 


port regulations, will not allow Bates 
to send a Canadian dollar out of 
England to Edmonton, On the other 
hand, regulations here do not permit 
the Alberta -Vital Statistics branch 
to send Bates a birth certificate be- 
fore the $1 is. paid.
